Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 17.—An­ 
nouncement of the plan of the Ind­ 
iana State Board of Health to re­ 
introduce the all time County Health 
Comissioners b ill, which died in com­ 
mittee in former 
sessions 
of the 
Indiana General assemb ly met with 
an enthusiastic offer of support from 
those who formerly proved its most 
consistent opponents — the praeti- 
tionors of curative medicine— it was 
announced 
today b y the 
Indiana 
tflte b oard of health officials who 
are co-operating in the preparation 
of a measure that will he satisfactory 
to the assemb ly. 
The fact that Governor James P. 
Goodrich is lending his assistance to 
the measure also has commended it 
to students of economies who are 
aware of the waste that attaches to 
the administraion of he healh laws 
under the present loose methods. 


As an economic proposition it is 
asserted b y b ack ers of the b ill that 
the 
tremendous gain to the 
state 
from reduced sick ness and disease 
is worth far more than the # 5,788 
which would he added to the state’s 
account of health administration un­ 
der the change from the present sys­ 
tem to that of an 
all time health 
commission. 
It is pointed out thal 
many present health officers in the 
state do as little as they please and 
draw from the pub lic treasury all the 
law affords. The state records show 
in one instance payment of $1,152 
for 27 days actual work . 
The new system would effect the 
ab olishment of 714 pub lic offices thus 
eliminating much record mak ing and 
red tape, in itself prob ab ly sufficient 
to mak e up for the added cost. There 
are now 92 county health officers, 
291 memb ers of city b oards of health, 
(5 city health secretaries and .398 
town 
secretaries, a 
total of 
817 
health officers. Under the new meas­ 
ure 10.3 commissioners would handle 
the entire job . 
The present system 
costs # 179,613 and the new one, on 
a b asis that will mak e it operative 
and effective # 185,401.

clods of dirt, Corporal Caron built 
a small barricade to protect him- 
self. 


When the fire slackened, he crawl- 


ed to the road nearby 
and planned 


lo get back of the lines. A laison 
motorcycle rider told him the road 
was under enemy fire ami that he 
should not try. to -attempt it. 
The 


rider crossed the road and was in-

killed.

tities of glycerin in spite of 
the 


scarcity of fats.

man riddle. 


The pfoeess was tried out on 


'.urge scale in a chemical plant at 
Aurora, 111., and found to be com- 
mercially profitaWie. Then the sec- 
ret was conveyed to allied govern- 
ments and to manufacturing chem- 
sts who proposed to undertake com- 
mercial exploitation of the process.
